THREE FIREMEN KILLED 


And Score of Others Injured in An 


Explosion Today. 


FirermrHSrdwaTeT Company's Factory in Newark, 


New Jersey—Tank of Naptha Let go Wreck- 


ing the Five Story Building- 


All City Firemen Out. 


Newark, N. J., April 23.—Three fire- 


men were killed and twenty injured 
in an explosion in the factory of the 
Weiner & Company's saddlery hard- 
ware" concern at 87 Mechanic street 
this morning. The dead: 


Leo KcSs. truck No. 3. 
Jacob Bleyhle.' 
Lieut Patrick J. Donohue, engine 


1. died in. hospital. 


Amonz those badly injured 
are: 


Wm. B. Grane, Capt Teo. Wolfe, Capt 
Russling Bercaugh, Lieut Patrick J. 
Donohue and numerous firemen. 


The building was a five-story bri-k 


and the explosion is thought to have 
resulted from a tank of naphtha tak- 
ing fire. Fire was discovered in the 
factory shortly before 5 o'clock and 
an alarm was sent in which, was fol- 
lowed almost directly by a second call- 


Fourteen engines and four truck 


companies responded and most of the 
f remen who had answered the second 
rail were massed in front of the build- 
ing when the explosion occurred. 


There was nothing to warn the fire- 


men of their danger until the crash 
came The roof of the structure w.->nt 
ir. while the walls fell o«tward. T\vo 
of the men who were killed were on 
the roof of a one story structure ad- 
joining the Weiner factory vhcn the 


vail of the big brick structure came 
(Sown on 
them apparently a solid 


sheet. 


Chief Engineer Robert Kierstecl was 


in front of the building and he .was 
covered by a mass of wreckage but in 


me miraculous way he escaped ser- 


ious injury. He crawled out after the 
wreckage had been 
lifted from his 


body and took charge of the work of 
rescue. All the ambulances of the 
city were sent to the scene and for 
more than an hour police reserves and 
firemen worked in clearing the wreck- 
age away and taking out the injvret 


men. 


A third alarm was sent in after the 


explosion calling out nearly all the 
firemen in the city. Probable loss 
$50,000.

Of the Most Iniquitous Legislature 


in Ohio's History. 


Abolition of Spring Elections and the Cox School Code 


Would not Have Been Tolerated a Few Years 


Ago—Herrick Supplants Republicanism 


With Practical Monarchy. 


Columbus, April 23.--The Republi-, 


'an Seventy-sixth 
General Assembly 


of Ohio has put the finishing touches 
en its auto-biography and the closing 
•banters in a state of perfection show 
the most iniouitous record in the lus- 
ory of Buckeye legislation. No re- 
dew of the work of this legislature 
would be competent that did not take 
into consideration its immediate pred- 
ecessor, the Seventy-fifOTGeneial As- 
sembly, and its proceedings in extra 
session a year ago. The crime.- and 
blunders of the, present legislature 
have followed in logical sequence up- 
on those of the 
other. The 
In tier 


conceived the Cox 
municipal 
code, 


.vhich was intended in order to under- 
mine home rule in this state, and all 
the subsequent proceedings of 
the 


present legislature have been in strict 
accord with the character and policy 
cf the former one. The Co^s code vas 
the foundation laid a year 
as,o for 


newer triumphs of bossism and bocdle. 


The act of this legislature n'.i'jhti- 


cst in its immediate nolitical conse- 
quences was the abolition of spring 
•lections at the demand of the sarty 


i esses in the large cities of the state. 
The object this act has always been 
admitted to be political and opposed to 
Lome rule and to good municipal gov- 
ernment. It has been forced upon the 
people of this state against 
their 


unanimous protest and has drawn, the 
attention of the country to Ohio in a 
manner calculated to l.ring t'.is blush 
of shame to the) cheek of the state's 
average inhabitant. For-a number of 
years at least there can be no relief 
from the operations of this act and 
any pretense of relief at any time can 
be found only in P.cpublican uromises 
made notoriously untrustworthy by 
the history of the present session. 


The Republicans have slaughtered 


the school code very 
much as they 


did the municipal code at the extra 
session a year ago. The intelligent 
educators of Ohio and all parents who 
take an interest in the public schools 
must suffer the humiliation of admit- 
ting that the counsel 
of political 


bosses is more potent in the govern- 
ment of the schools and the educ-ition 
of the youth of Ohio than the advice 
cf those who have no selfish interest 


politics, but who ft'lly understand 


the needs of ^popular education.

The following is from Homer B. 


Hulbeit's "Korea the Bone of Con ten.- J 
tion"' in the May Century: 


What does Japan want of Korea and 


what does Russia want of her? Tho 
interest of these two powers in ihe 
peninsula are quite different. 
Japan 


demands that Korea shall have a clean 
and enlightened government which 
will lead the people to a peaceful de- 
velopment of the resources of the coun- 
try. It demands a good monetary sys- 
tem, a good police system, a good sys- 
tem of taxation. All these things will 
benefit Japanese trade in Korea ami 
at the same time will be of equal value 
to the 
Korean 
people themselves. 


These conditions are the only ones 
that will help Korea 
tide over me 


transition period and finally become a 
genuinely civilized powc-r. Russia, on 
the other hand, cares nothing about re- 
form in Korea. The stronger and the 
cleaner the government of Korea De- 
comes, the greater obstacle she will be 
in tiie way of Russia's ambitions. 
It 


is not Korean trade or Korean develop- 
ment or Korean welfare that Russia 
wants, but Korea herself. Japan has 
not demanded a port in Korea which 
she can arm and in which she can In- 
trench herself, but the whole Russian 
press is evidence that 
this is what 


Russia wants, and the whole trend of 
her policy in ihe far East during the 
last century confirms it. 


The matter is summed up in the one 


statement that Japanese demands in 
Korea lie parallel with the interests or 
the Korean people, wane Russian as- 
pirations are directly opposed to their. 
Take one glarng instance. Japan se- 
cured a concession for building a rail- 
way from Fnsan to Seoul. This will 
perhaps pay a fair dividend after years 
of work, but i's value to Korea is oe- 
yond estimate. It opens up the whole 
interior of the country ami nnat-rupies 
the value of e\ory foot of land within 
twenty miles of its line. A foreigner 
in Taiku wrote the other day that the 
coming of the Seotil-Fusan railway had 
already raised the price of property in 
that town three hundred per o?nt, al- 
though the road will not he in use for 
another y^ar. Take, 011 the other hand 
the Russian timber concession on the 
Yaln river. This was arranged secret- 
ly with a bribed foreign minister who 
divided with the government the pro- 
ceeds of the deal. By this act there 
was ivit into the har.ds of Russia proj> 
«'rty to the value of at least fifty nii!- 
jions *ii <ioliar.«. The covcrnment of 
Korea r«Tive<l poEsrily a quarter of a 
million.

EARLY DAYS OF LICKING COUNTY 


Licking county was erected from 


Fairfield county on March 1, 180S, and 
named from its principal stream, called 
by ihf. whites, Licking, by the Indians 
'•Pataskala.' 
Its area 
Is about CSO 


square miles. 
The country was first 


settled shortly after Wayne's treaty of 
1795 by John Ratliff and Ellis Hughes, 
in some old Indian cornfield, about five 
miles below Newark, on the Licking. 
These men were from Western. Vir- 
ginia. They lived mairly by hunting, 
raising, however, a little corn, the cul- 
tivation of which was left, in a great 
measure, lo thn;r wives. 


Hughes hart been bred in the hotbed 


of Indian warfare. The Indians having 
at an early day, murdered a young wo- 
man to whom he was attached, and 
subsequently his father, the return of 
peace did not mitigate his hatred of 
ths race. One night in April, 1SOO, two 
Indians Molt- horses of RatliK from a 
little enclosure near their cabins. Miss- 
ing them in ihe morning they started 
off well armed, in pursuit, accompan- 
ied by a man named Bland. They fol- 
lowed their trail in a northern direc- 
tion all day. and at night camped in 
the woods. At the gray of dawn they 
cacre upon the 
Indians who were 


asleep an<l unconscious of danger. Con- 
cealing themselves behind the tree>. 
they wailed until tiie 
Indians had 


awakened ana were commencing prep- 
arations for their J iiirney. They drew 
iif their r.fies to ^hoot, and "u.-t at Uiat 
moment one of the :ndians discovered 
them and instincim-ly 
clasping his 


hand to bis bres?t. as i£ to ward oft" 
the fatal ball, exclai-ned In tones of af- 
frigl't, "Me bad In'iian—me no do so 
more"' The appeal was in rain, the 
sniofee ciir«oi5 from the glistening bar- 
r?1> tho report ran^ in the morning 
air aiv: the r°oi Indians fell dea.!. The 
whiti men *-<»t«rTK-M to their cabins 
v,5th the hors<?s a?^ "plunder" ta«;«n 
frorr the Iiri:ans. a:id swore rcnt'iaJ se- 
crecy for ihis Tjuliikm or t«ie Taw.

Argentina has the longest 'railway 


tangent (straight line) in the world, 180 
miles. Its wheat plains are like those 
of our west. The climate is similar. 


Argentina's population grows 40 per 


cent in ten years, the United States 20 
per cent, Germany 1C per cent. Of the 
2,000,000 of immigrants received in 
Argentina in forty years more than 
half have been Italian. 


In 1867 there were but 355 miles of 


railway in Argentina; in 1900 there 
were 10,601 miles, some 12 per cent 
belonging to the government. Argen- 
tina is ninth among the nations in-rail- 
way mileage. 


Argentina has 120,000,000 sheep as 


against the 62,000,000 in the United 
States. 


All Argentina suffered from the Bar- 


ing crash in 1S90, but recovery is now 
complete. Imports daring 1899 were 
1117,000,000 and exports $185,000,000. 
From tbe United States came but $15,- 
000,000 of the imports, and only $8,000,- 
000 of exports were to this eounutry. 


Montevideo is in area the largest 


city in the world—three times the size 
of New York. Buenos Ayres, growing 
faster than New York, London or Ber- 
lin, is the biggest city in tbe world 
south of Philadelphia, except possibly 
the Chinese cities. It will reach the 
million mark in 1906. 


Argentina is building one of the fin- 


est dry docks in the world, a model of 
which" will probably be seen at St. 
Louis.

It Contained Among Other Things One 


of the Largest Stove FounaerJes 


in This Section of State. 


Granville. O-, April 23.—The classic 


village of "Granville was, at an early 
date before the establishment of its 
well known schools, quite a manufac- 
turing place. It contained, 
among 


other things, one of the largest siove 
foundries in this section of the stale, 
and a large pork packing establish- 
ment. A minor industry.- and yet one 
of considerable importance and note 
that was early established in Gran- 
ville, and flourished for a number of 
3 ears, was the manufacture of ground 
mustard for medicinal and table use. 
The mustard was manufactured by a 
man named Linnell. and the 
brand, 


like everything else that rones from, 
Granville, scon became famous for its 
excellence and purity. The mustard 
was :n-own by Mr. Linnell himself in 
large quantities, and ground in. a 
mill that he had erected for that pur- 
pose, and put up diy in. round tin cans 
holding about a half pint eaoli. A neat 
label adorned 
the box and every 


housewife and drug store -within a 
large radius of Granville was adorned 
with a sample package of Linnell's 
mustard. The manufacture and sale 
of this favorite condiment continued 
for many years, and or.ly died -with 
Ihe death of the manufacture^.
